REPORT 

OF  THE 

SCHOOL  BOARD  OF  GILMANTON. 

FOR   1891. 


The  number  of  schools  maintained  in  town  the  past 
year  has  been  sixteen,  as  follows : 

Kelley,  No.  1;  Potter,  No.  2;  Hall's  Hill,  No.  3; 
Pond,  No.  4;  Smith  meeting-house,  No.  5;  Cogswell, 
No.  6;  Lougeetown,  No.  7;  Allen's  Mills,  No.  8;  Corner, 
No.  9;  Sanborn,  No.  10;  Gale,  No.  11;  Jones's  Mills, 
No.  13;  Griffin,  No.  14;  Parish,  No.  15;  Lamprey,- No. 
17 ;  Iron  Works,  No.  18. 

A  detailed  report  of  each  school  in  town,  together 
with  the  apparent  success  or  failure  attending  each  term 
for  the  past  year,  being  herewith  appended,  further  ex- 
tended remarks  appear  to  be  unnecessary. 

We  take  pleasure  in  reporting  an  increasing  interest 
in  the  several  studies  pursued  in  our  schools  —  a  gratify- 
ing result,  we  think,  of  the  system  of  furnishing  books 
and  supplies  for  all  the  pupils.  It  is  proving  already  to 
be  one  of  the  greatest  advantages  our  public  schools 
have  ever  enjoyed.  Every  child  can  now  enter  school 
with  the  certain  knowledge  that  whatever  is  needed  for 
their  mental  improvement,  in  the  way  of  books  or  sup- 
plies, is  to  be  freely  furnished  for  their  use.  We  appre- 
hend that  the  time  is  not  far  distant  when  the  town,  or 
state,  must  go  one  step  further,  and  furnish  the  means 
for  the  industrial  as  well  as  mental  education  of  its  chil- 
dren. 
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The  action  of  the  town  at  the  last  annual  meeting  in 
reducing  the  school  fund  to  so  meagre  a  sum  was  at  least 
a  grave  mistake.  We  feel  that  it  was  a  manifest  injustice 
to  the  youth  of  our  town,  depriving  them  of  many  privi- 
leges to  which  they  are  justly  entitled.  We  are  chari- 
tably disposed  to  believe  it  was  the  result  of  a  miscon- 
ception on  the  part  of  many ;  if  such,  it  was  an  error 
that  is  not  likely  to  be  repeated.  If  adopted  as  a  meas- 
ure of  economy,  it  will  be  found  in  the  end  to  lead  to 
poverty. 

KELLEY    AND    PARISH    DISTRICTS,    NOS.    1    AND    15. 

These  two  districts  have  been  combined  the  past  year, 
as  most  of  the  children  in  the  Parish  district  could  be 
accommodated  in  the  Kelley  district  without  occasioning 
undue  hardship  to  any. 

There  have  been  two  terms  during  the  year,  a  summer 
term  of  eight  weeks  in  the  Kelley  district  and  a  fall  term 
of  twelve  weeks,  six  wTeeks  in  the  Parish  and  six  weeks 
in  the  Kelley  district,  both  teims  under  the  instruction 
of  Mrs.  Etta  M.  Oilman. 

The  phenomenal  prosperity  that  has  invariably  at- 
tended the  labors  of  Mrs.  Gilman  in  our  district  schools  in 
years  past,  has  crowned  her  efforts  during  the  past  year 
with  complete  success,  and  she  receives,  as  she  richly  de- 
serves, the  commendation  of  the  parents  as  well  as  the  love 
and  respect  of  the  children  under  her  care  and  instruction.

POTTER    DISTRICT,    NO.    2. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks  taught  by  Miss  Emma 
A.  Clarke,  of  Durham.  Winter  term  of  six  weeks 
taught  by  Mrs.  Etta  M.  Gilman. 

Your  committee  were  very  fortunate  in  being  able  to 
obtain  the  services  of  two  such  able  and  experienced 
teachers  for  this  school.  Although  there  were  but  four- 
teen weeks  of  school  in  this  district  during  the  year,  yet 
the  larger  portion  of  the  pupils  were  accommodated  in 
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the  Parish  and  Kelley  and  in  the  Cogswell  districts,  con- 
sequently they  received  the  benefit  of  twenty-four  weeks' 
instruction  from  competent  and  experienced  teachers, 
and  the  indications  were,  from  the  recitations  and  de- 
portment of  the  scholars  at  the  closing  exercises  of  the 
different  terms  where  the}'  attended,  that  they  fully  ap- 
preciated the  privileges  and  opportunities  furnished 
them,  and  that  they  were  putting  forth  the  best  efforts  to 
obtain  the  greatest  amount  of  good  in  the  shortest  space 
of  time.

Percentage  of  daily  attendance,  first  term,  100  ;  second 
term,  100. 

POND    DISTRICT,    NO.    4. 

One  term  of  six  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Georgia  M. 
Griffin. 

Your  committee  was  very  much  inclined  to  combine 
this  district  with  neighboring  districts,  as  there  were  but 
two  scholars  in  the  district  who  might  not  have  been 
provided  for  without  great  inconvenience,  but  on  account 
of  the  earnestly  expressed  wish  of  some  of  the  parents, 
we  decided  to  give  them  a  short  winter  term. 

The  school  appeared  well  at  the  commencement,  and 
I  have  no  doubt  that  Miss  Griffin  labored  earnestly  for 
the  good  of  the  scholars,  but  what  success  attended  her 
labors  I  am  not  able  to  report,  as  I  was  unable  to  be 
present  at  the  closing  examination  on  account  of  a  severe 
storm.

SMITH    MEETING-HOUSE    DISTRICT,    NO.    5. 

Summer  term  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Miss  Georgie 
M.  Griffin.  This  school  is  putting  forth  a  united  effort 
to  regain  the  high  position  in  point  of  literary  attain- 
ments and  scholarly  achievements  it  formerly  enjoyed, 
and  with  the  proper  assistance  of  the  parents,  and  the 
furnishing  of  interested  and  competent  teachers,  the 
attainment  of  the  object  of  their  efforts  is  not  far  in  the 
future. 
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There  are  some  very  good  scholars  in  this  school  at 
the  present  time,  and  many  that  are  making  rapid  ad- 
vancement. The  examination  at  the  close  of  the  term 
was  very  satisfactory.     Order  unexceptional  tie. 

Winter  term  of  eight  weeks,  taught  by  Mr.  Haven  F. 
Gilman.  This  was  Mr.  Gilman 's  first  effort,  and  in  his 
own  district  with  many  of  his  former  schoolmates  for 
pupils.  It  is  not  unfrequently  the  case  under  similar 
circumstances  that  school  officers,  though  reluctantly, 
are  compelled  to  report  partial  or  complete  failure  on  the 
part  of  the  teacher,  but  it  affords  your  committee  much 
pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  a  remarkably  successful 
term.  Mr.  Gilman  displayed  excellent  judgment  in  his 
methods  of  instruction,  and  in  the  management  of  his 
school.  By  his  gentlemanly  deportment  he  gained  the 
respect  of  his  scholars,  and  by  his  social  and  familiar 
ways  he  easily  secured  their  love  and  cheerful  co-opera- 
tion. If  Mr.  Gilman  decides  to  make  teaching  his  future 
vocation  he  will  be  a  valuable  acquisition  to  our  present 
corps  of  teachers.

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Miss  Jessie  N.  Jones  in  the  summer  term  here  made 
her  first  trial  in  teaching  the  young  idea  to  shoot.  She 
displayed  a  commendable  zeal  in  her  work,  together 
with  an  earnest  desire  to  accomplish  the  best  results  for 
her  pupils,  and  a  good  degree  of  success  crowned  her 
efforts.  The  mutual  good  will  existing  between  pupils 
and  teacher  contributed  not  a  little  to  the  pleasure  and 
profit  of  the  term. 

Miss  Edith  M.  Page  brought  to  the  winter  term  the 
experience  previously  gained  in  teaching  two  terms  this 
year,  thus  bestowing  greater  confidence  of  success  in 
this.

REPORT  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  ON  REPAIRS  OF 
THE  LOUGEETOWN  SCHOOLHOUSE. 

Examination  by  yoxiv  committee  determined  the  fact 
that  nothing  less  than  an  entire  refitting,  both  outside 
and  inside,  would  put  this  building  in  suitable  condition 
to  be  occupied  for  school  purposes. 
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The  entire  job  was  contracted  to  Messrs.  X.  B.  and 
J.  H.  Jones,  who,  for  the  amount  of  the  appropriation 
three  hundred  dollars  ($300),  agreed  to  take  the  old 
building  as  it  was  and  put  it  in  readiness  for  school  use 
according  to  the  plans  submitted. 

The  building  has  been  raised  one  foot  upon  its  founda- 
tion; newly  clapboarded  and  shingled;  a  projection  put 
upon  the  front  and  sides;  new  windows,  doors  and  frames 
put  in,  and  the  whole  painted  two  coats  outside. 

The  interior  has  been  entirely  remodelled,  finished 
and  plastered  anew,  and  painted  two  coats.  It  is  furnished 
with  the  Grand  Rapids  improved  "Perfect  Automatic" 
school  seats  and  desks,  new  teacher's  desk,  and  new 
blackboards,  making  a  very  pleasant  and  convenient 
school  room.
